There  are  three  main  ways  of  irrigating  land. 

The  first  way  is  called  the  gravity  flow  system.  This  means  that 
the  water  runs  downhill  through  the  field.  The  field  must  slope  gently  so 
the  water  will  not  go  too  fast  and  wash  away  the  soil.  At  the  bottom  of 
5 the  field,  there  must  be  a drainage  ditch  to  carry  the  extra  water  away. 

Gravity  flow  irrigation  is  hard  work.  The  farmer  has  to  be  careful 
to  let  just  the  right  amount  of  water  onto  the  land.  Too  much  water  will 
ruin  the  soil.  It  will  bring  all  of  the  salts  in  the  soil  to  the  top  and  make 
the  soil  saline.  Then  the  crops  will  not  grow  at  all.  If  the  farmer  does  not 
10  let  enough  water  onto  the  land,  the  plants  will  not  be  able  to  grow  properly. 

A better  way  to  irrigate  is  to  use  a sprinkler  system.  Sprinklers 
work  like  those  you  see  watering  lawns.  The  water  sprays  in  little  droplets 
onto  the  crops.  It  is  easier  for  the  farmer  to  put  Just  the  right  amount  of 
water  on  in  this  way. 

15  There  is  also  a new  way  to  irrigate.  It  is  called  the  drip  method. 

Hoses  with  little  holes  in  them  carry  the  water  to  each  plant.  The  water 
drips  through  the  holes  and  soaks  into  the  soil  to  the  roots  of  the  plants. 
The  drip  method  has  been  used  in  deserts  in  other  countries.  It  makes 
better  use  of  the  water  than  the  other  two  systems.  However,  it  can  only 
20  be  used  in  orchards,  where  soil  is  not  dug  up  every  year. 

All  the  methods  of  irrigation  are  expensive.  Big  dams  cost  a lot  of 
money.  Canals,  water  pumps,  and  special  equipment  such  as  sprinklers 
and  hoses  are  also  very  expensive.
